-will be marl and humus, two pro- 
(..ducts now in demand in the in- 
(dustrial world for reclamation of 
Industrial wastes. 


The plant for the production of 


this material will be located 
southeast of Circleville on the 
farm of Mrs. Franklin Kibler, 
where a deposit of these materials 
is located. 


DEPOSITS IN SWAMP - 


Twjenty acres of swamp, which 


was believed to be worthless 
land, is covered with a heavy 
.coating of humus under which is 
found a vein of marl ranging 
from 12 to 15 feet in thickness. 


Both of these products will be 


mined and dried with a rotary 
drier by the corporation.

DRYING PLANT INSTALLED 
It was at first believed this ma- 


terial 
could be sun dried . but 


climatical conditions played havoc 
with the idea, and a new method 
for the drying of the 
two ma- 


terials had to be sought. Through 
experiments with the material by 
Kibler and an engineer of a drier 
company they have now produced 
a drier whicii will answer the 
purpose. 


The plant will be equipped with 


a drier 50 feet-in length, 6 feet in 
diamterer, and will consume about 
500 pounds of coal per hour, fed 
by an automatic stoker. The out- 
put of the drier 
depends upon 


the moisture content of the marL 


As to the digging of the ma- 


terial the latest in dragline exca- 
vators and scrapers will be used 
at the plant. The humus will be 
piled for drying with a scraper 
while the marl is mined from the 
water v4ith a dragline. 


The product is shipped 
from 


e plant in carload lots. 


BROUGHT BY GLACIER 


\ These two products are seldom 
found together, according to Mr. 
Kibler. and in fact no other de- 
posit has ever been located quite 
like the one found near this city. 


It is believed by geologists that 


the deposit was moved down by 
a glacier from some far north- 
em* area, as barnacles and sea 
shells are found in abundance in 
the marL
